NDOVER — The little boy peeked at 
Samantha Hughes, then hid behind 
his mother in the Market Basket 
Tuesday night. 
He grabbed his sister and tried 
not to stare. 
“See that girl?” he stammered. 
“She’s on the Andover High 
School basketball team.” 

He didn’t want Hughes to know he was 
talking about her, but his youthful enthusi- 
asm betrayed him. 

“I didn’t say anything,” Hughes said. “] 
was too embarrassed.” 

She needn’t have been. Her basket and free 
throw with nine-tenths of a second left made 
her the hero of Andover’s 48-47 Division 1 
state championship victory over Minnechaug 
Regional Saturday at the Worcester Centrum. 

But as the above encounter illustrates, the 
Golden Warriors did more than secure the 
first girls basketball title in school history. 


They captured the imagination of a town 

As the season unfolded, Andover’s accom- 
plishments became about something bigger 
than basketball. The community didn’t just 
embrace the team. At a time when it needed 
it more than ever, it embraced itself 

“It’s tough out there between the war with 
Iraq, people out of work, budget cuts,” said 
1982 Andover grad Carmen Scarpa, one of 
the team’s biggest benefactors. “I ligh school 
sports are one of the last bastions of hope 
There aren't a lot of things left to bring a 
town together like this.” 

The Golden Warriors were a unifying 
force. Senior Merry Fish marveled at the seas 
of blue and gold that rolled into first the 
Tsongas Arena, then the FleetCenter, then 
finally the Centrum. Navy blue t-shirts 
emblazoned with an eagle on the front and 
“This is Warrior Territory” on the back were 
ubiquitous. 

During the final period of class Friday, the 
marching band led the team around the 
school to raucous cheers and high fives. Over 
20 students and fans then awaited them at 


the gym Saturday night to celebrate their vic 


tory. They applauded as the players cut down 


the nets in the traditional symbol of a title 

“It’s unbelievable how much the town 
cared,” Fish said 

And still cares. Coach Jim Tildsley said 
he’s been congratulated by strangers in 
restaurants and beeped at by clapping dri 
vers as he walks along the street 

The team was honored at a recent school 
committee meeting, they'll appear at a future 
selectman’s meeting, and a trip to the state 
house may even be in the works 

“We’re still on cloud nine,” Tildsley said 


“This is a once in a lifetime thing. It so nice ti 


see all the smiles.” 

Town manager Buzz Stapezynski said his 
neighbors watched Andover’s state tourna 
ment games, even though their children 
attend Central Catholic.

WORCESTER — Samantha 
Hughes didn’t choose to be a 
hero. But when the opportunity 
came to her, she answered the 
call brilliantly 

With Andover trailing by two 
points in the last seconds of the 
Division 1 state title game, Jenny 
Muller’s driving shot fell well 
short of the bas- 
ket. Trailing the 
play, Hughes 
unwittingly put 
herself in per- 
fect position. 

“T just felt the 
ball fall into my 
hands,” 
explained Hugh- 
es. “My natural 
reaction was to 
throw it back 
up.” 

Good thing she trusted her 
instincts. Hughes not only scored 
on the putback to tie the game 
with just 0.9 seconds left, she also 
drew a foul on the play. And with 
Andover’s first state champi- 
onship one nerve-racking free 
throw away, the senior forward 
wore a smile on her face, stepped 
to the line, and sent a team — 
and an entire town — into rap- 
ture with a single, silky swish. 

“T have a sprained ankle, and I 
still jumped as high as I ever 
could,” said Andover junior Ash- 
ley McLaughlin after the Golden 
Warriors’ 48-47 win over Min- 
nechaug in front of almost 7,000 
fans at the Worcester Centrum. 
“Tt was the happiest feeling I’ve 
ever felt. It still feels like a 
dream.” 

Muller, Andover’s star point 
guard, led all scorers with 24 
points, including two free throws 
with 1:56 left to narrow Min- 
nechaug’s lead to 47-45. But once 
again, it was the marvelous 
defense that gave the Golden 
Warriors a chance to win.

Laura Menty (20.5 ppg), Andover 
turned to the 6-1 McLaughlin and 
5-11 Matia Kostakis. The Golden 
Warriors’ twin towers did a 
superb job, holding Menty to just 
13 points while staying out of foul 
trouble. 

“She’s probably one of the 
biggest girls I’ve played against,” 
said McLaughlin of Menty. 
“She’s very strong, was pushing 
me around, and it’s hard to cover 
her. Matia did an amazing job 
getting rebounds.” 


Indeed, Kostakis grabbed a 
game-high 18 rebounds. She also 
took a key charge and scored 


four points. Her biggest contribu- 


tion, however, was a defensive 
board with 26 seconds left and 
Minnechaug up by two. 

“If I didn’t get that rebound, 
we’d probably lose,” said 
Kostakis. “I knew if we got the 
ball, Jenny or someone would 
score.” 

Kostakis’ cohort in the middle, 
McLaughlin, scored 10 points 


(including a huge second-half 3- 
pointer), but truly excelled on the 
defensive end. She made two 
quick steals which Andover con- 
verted into four points that 
erased a 38-34 deficit with six 
minutes to go. 

Meanwhile, Muller harassed 
point guard Brie Bellefeuille all 
day and forced her into several 
turnovers, especially when 
Andover pressed. 

“When we played man-to-man, 
(Bellefeuille) couldn’t make the 


entry pass,” said Andover coach 
Jim Tildsley, “because Jenny was 
all over her.” 

Andover charged out of the 
gates, with Kostakis, Muller and 
McLaughlin all scoring to give 
the Golden Warriors a 9-1 lead. 

Minnechaug quickly came 
back behind a pair of 3-pointers 
from guard Amy Wilson (12 
points) to tie the game, but 
Andover soon rebuilt the lead to 
eight thanks to ferocious 
rebounding from Kostakis (10 


boards in the first half), some 
opportunistic defense and several 
impressive running baskets from 
Muller. 

Once Kostakis left the game 
with two fouls late in the half, 
however, Minnechaug mounted 
another rally. Menty, who didn’t 
hit a field goal for almost 13 min- 
utes, rattled off six quick points 
to single-handedly bring the Fal- 
cons to within two (23-21) at the

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“Tt really was a community- 
wide following,” Stapczynski 
said. “More than just the high 
school kids and the parents, the 
team spirit spread into the entire 
community.” 

That was never more evident 
than after the final buzzer Satur- 
day. The Golden Warriors 
hugged briefly on the floor, then 
made a beeline to the stands to 
celebrate with their fans. 

Fish leapt into the arms of 
teammate Kerri O’Dea’s father. 
Hughes saluted a group of fans 
chanting her name. Team captain 
and star Jenny Muller held the 
championship trophy aloft for 
her twin sisters Sarah and Char- 
lotte, who had reached the team’s 
first state final in 1998. 

“People have said you’re going 
to remember this for the rest of 
your life, and I still haven’t been 
able to stop thinking about it,” 
Hughes said. “I’ve probably said 
thank you 9,000 times in the last 
three days.” 

Scarpa, a venture capitalist, 
received hand-written thank you 
notes from every girl on the team 
after buying them sweatsuits. 
He’s offered to purchase state 
championship jackets. 

“T’ve done pretty well in life 
and a big part of it is the Andover 
school system,” he said. “This is 
just a small way to give back.” 

Scarpa watched Saturday’s 
game with his wife Jeannie and 
children Alicia, 10, C.J., 8 and 
Nick 6. Junior star Ashley 
McLaughlin thrilled his youngest 
with an autograph. 

But unlike the boy Hughes 
encountered in the supermarket, 
Nick wasn’t shy about professing 
his admiration. 

“He wants her to babysit him,” 
Scarpa said. “She said yes.” 

Just another example of the 
enduring bond forged between a 
town and a team as one cheered 
the other to glory.

Massachusetts Gov. Mitt Rom- 
ney’s request for federal assis- 
tance to help many state commu- 
nities deal with the cost of the 
storm. 

“I think it’s great,” says Jack 
Petkus, Andover public works 
director. “It couldn’t come at a 
better time.” 

Now, to determine exact 
refunds, communities like 
Andover are calculating the 
amount spent for plowing, salt- 
ing, sanding and personnel over- 
time involved in clearing the 
roads on Feb. 17 and 18. 


“Right now we're looking at 


184,000,” Petkus says about the

for another term. They were each 
asked to reflect on accomplish- 
ments they feel responsible for as 
Selectmen. 

Major says his biggest contri- 
bution has been “my work on the 
budget and analyzing the budget.” 

He says he publicly opposed 
the override last year and it didn’t 
bother him to be the only select- 
man to do so. He says it’s impor- 
tant, also, for the town not to 
deplete its reserve accounts, 

Major says a big personal 
accomplishment as a selectman 
was the completion of the 
Andover Skate Park. He says he 
worked with the youth and walked 
them through the governmental 
process to make it happen. 

“They kept getting kicked out 
of places.

Director: Multiple layers of oversight on snow plows 


| Editor, Townsman: 


In the March 6 edition of the 
Andover Townsman, an article 


| and editorial appeared regard- 


ing the town’s snow-removal 


| operation. The article, reported 


by Ben Hellman, led with the 


| phrase “Snow removal is big 


business in Andover.” You bet 


| it is, and it is run as close to a 


business as one can in this 
municipal environment. In this 
letter, | would like to set the 
record straight on several 


| issues. 


The paper wrote that snow- 
plow contractors plow Andover 
streets on the honor system and 


| they just send the town a bill. 


Nothing could be further from 
the truth. Prior to publishing his 


| article, I asked your reporter to 
| accompany me during the next 
| snow-plow event so he could 


gauge the level of control that 


| we exercise over contractors. 
| The paper published the article 


prior to accepting my offer. Ifa 


| reporter had chosen to ride with 


me or one of the town’s road- 
rangers, he would have wit- 
nessed an efficient operation 
that has multiple layers of over- 
sight. During storms, the town 
employs seven people who 
serve as roadrangers and their 


sole job is to check on the con- 


tractors and ensure that all of 


| the streets are being properly 


cleared. Additionally, the town 


| manager and I also spend time 


doing a tour of our roads, such 
as during the big storms on 
Christmas Day and Presidents 
Day, ensuring that routes are 
being plowed and problem 
areas are being addressed. 
Contractors are required to 
report directly to their pre- 
assigned routes to save time 


and avoid confusion at the town 
yard. We cannot physically fit 
all of the contracted equipment 
in the Lewis Street yard at one 
time. The town employs 45 
contractors based in Andover 
with approximately 100 pieces 
of equipment. We also have an 
additional 15 contractors who 
are not based in Andover. They 
provide the town with up to 40 
more pieces of equipment. It 
does not make sense to have 
them travel from one side of 
town to another to “check in.” 
Many of these contractors have 
routes that include their own 
neighborhoods so there is no 
benefit for them to travel to the 
town yard first and then return 
to their neighborhood to plow 
their route. This would waste 
valuable time while the snow is 
falling and they are needed to 
clear the streets. 

Over the years, experience 
has taught us that we only need 
to check their routes to know 
that they have arrived and are 
performing their job. Addition- 
ally, we have 12,000 house- 
holds where residents do not 
hesitate to call the highway 
division if a contractor is sus- 
pected of not plowing their 
street in the manner in which 
they have become accustomed. 

I also want to correct the 
hourly rate that the town pays 
its contractors. The bulk of our 
contractors are paid between 
$44 and $82.50 per hour, which 
is comparable to those paid by 
other cities and towns and the 
state for similar pieces of 
equipment. There are only two 
pieces of equipment where pri- 
vate operators are paid more 
than $100 per hour. One of 
those pieces, a bulldozer, is

only utilized at the snow dump | 

| 
and snow is never hauled to the | 
snow dump during a storm. The | 
other piece is a road grader | 
which services the town’s long | 
runs. 

Andover decides when to | 
call in contracted help and also | 
decides when to send them | 
home. The contractors are guar- | 
anteed a four-hour minimum. It | 
should be noted that we have | 
never paid the minimum for | 
less than four hours of work. | 
Anything over the four hours is 
paid on an hour-by-hour basis. 
We are in constant contact with 
our supervisory people by radio 
and with most contractors via 
cell phone to provide direction 
during and after the storm. 

I have been in the business 
of fighting snow and ice for 
more than 30 years. Andover is 
fortunate to have dedicated 
municipal employees and top- 
notch contractors keeping its 
streets, sidewalks and parking 
lots open and safe. Town

‘(There was a) need that was 
recognized to try and generate 
affordable, low impact housing 
stock and for people to stay in 
their house,’ Wright, a former 
fire chief and Finance Commit- 
tee member, says about the rea- 
son for bringing the article for- 
ward.

hope certainly that it does pass.” 

“It's an alternative to owning 
a single-family home all by 
yourself,” Senior Planner Lisa 
Schwarz says, agreeing with 
Wright that the article could help 
promote diverse housing stock in 
the community. 

The house must keep the 
appearance of a single-family 
home and fit in with the charac- 
teristics of the neighborhood. 
Schwarz says they do not want 
them to become multi-family 
homes. 

“We cap it off at 1,000 square 
feet,” she says, believing that 
size 1S large enough for a com- 
fortable two-bedroom unit. 

According to Schwarz, prop- 
erties with these units will still 
be taxed as a single-family 
home, with a notation that there 
is an accessory dwelling unit. 

“It gives people more rights 
to their property,” says Schwarz. 

Schwarz says the change will 
allow healthy family members to 


live in such a home addition. 

The article would also allow 
accessory dwelling units to be 
rented out to non-family mem- 
bers on the condition the house 
remains owner-occupied. Cur- 
rently, according to Schwarz, 
any renting done of these units is 
illegal. 

There are 47 accessory 
dwelling units in Andover, not 
including illegal units or ones in 
place prior to zoning. 

“We have had some built ille- 
gally,” say Schwarz. This can be 
dangerous since fire and police 
won't know where they are in an 
emergency. 

If the article passes Schwarz 
says the town will offer a grace 
period for violators come for- 
ward and obtain the necessary 
special permit without facing 
penalties. 

“We're thinking about a year- 
long grace period,” she says. “I 
guess you could call it an 
amnesty period.”

According to Randy Hanson, 
the town clerk, when Grill 93 
brought Keno into Andover, a 
license was just given upon 
request with a state application. 
Selectmen did not have a say. 
She said the only other establish- 
ment to file for a Keno license 
was the Ground Round in 1999, 
but it withdrew its application 
before a decision was made. 

Hanson said the state lottery 
commission is likely to go along 
with the recommendation given 
once a town has come to a con- 
sensus on the issue. 

“[ have mixed emotions about 
gambling,” said Hender, but he 
didn’t believe he should stand in 
the way of the license. 

Hender mentioned checking 
out the scene at another Chateau 
Restaurant location and seeing 
first-hand how Keno is handled 
in the company’s establishments 
helped ease his concerns. 

“It seems like this wouldn't 
interfere with what were trying 
to do as a town,” said Lyman. 

During the public hearing to 
decide if Andover was ready and 


willing to allow the game to be 
played in town, two local resi- 
dents spoke against it. 

“Anybody in this room can 
catch the illness of compulsive 
gambling,” said Author McCue 
of Cameron Road. “It makes you 
a liar, a cheat, a sneak and a 
thief.” 

He held up newspaper articles 
about tragic circumstances 
linked to gambling to emphasize 
his opposition to Keno in town. 

Larry Bruce of Chandler 
Road expressed concern about 
the types of people this form of 
gambling would attract. He 
came armed with data and statis- 
tics of crime rates for the area in 
recent years, urging the select- 
men to vote not to allow Keno at 
the Chateau Restaurant. 

“T don’t think the town can go 
forward with this license in good 
conscience,” said Bruce. “I feel it 
would be irresponsible.” 

Bruce told the selectmen 
allowing Keno at the Chateau 
Restaurant would mean gam- 
bling with the safety of residents, 

In a letter to the Townsman he 
wrote “The police data supports 
the fact that this is an extremely 


high crime area. In recent time 
there have been 38 drug viola- 
tions, a rape, an indecent assault 
and battery, five assaults, 34 
breaking and entering, 51 vehi- 
cles stolen, 30 motor vehicle 
crashes, three of which had per- 
sonal injury, 11 liquor violations, 
and many others. I would have 
to believe that this site is one of 
Andover’s top-10 crime areas. I 
feel it would it be irresponsible 
to grant a license to gamble on 
this premise.” 

Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski said he received a 
letter from Lt. James Hashem 
stating there were no objections 
from Andover police. 

“The Keno does not create 
those problems,” said Joseph 
Nocera, president of the Chateau 
Restaurant. “We didn’t know 
that it might be an issue since it 
was already there (at Grill 93). 
Part of our purchase price was 
all of the licenses.” 

After the hearing, Nocera said 
he understood the concerns peo- 
ple had. “We’re not going to 
have the crowd they had in there 
before, or the problems they had 
in there before,” he said. 


Town veterans, peace advocates on war

aired on cable television last fall. 

“I am concerned for the 
young guys going into this who 
have no idea what it’s like,” said 
Haugh, who was a medic. 

He hopes when the war in 
Iraq is over, it is clear America 
made the correct decision. 

“It’s nice to know we did the 
right thing,” he said of the immi- 
nent war, adding, “but we don’t 
know that yet.” 

Meanwhile, veteran Oscar 
Rosenberg, who was also fea- 
tured in the documentary, was 
more direct with his opinion. 

“They got my OK to go 
ahead and clean ‘em out,” 
Rosenberg said. 

At the town veterans office, 
director John Doherty is also 
focused on those serving. He 
has given out 15 Blue Stars to 
Andover residents whose close 
family members have been 
called to active duty. The stars 
hang in the windows of homes. 
The Blue Star tradition started in 
World War I to signify that a 
loved one was serving in the 
war. He said the tradition has 
been revived since September 
Lf, 

“I have the same position as 
everyone. I’m apprehensive,”

Doherty said about the war. 

He said he has been speaking 
with Vietnam veterans and they 
are worried about the fallout of 
the war and its effect on those 
who served. 

“We don’t want to see what 
happened to us (Vietnam veter- 
ans) happen to them. Large sec- 
tions of this country turned their 
backs on us,” he said. “We don’t 
want feelings of war and hatred 
turned toward the warriors.” 

Some residents who hoped to 
avoid war, such as Don Abbott, 
have tentatively scheduled a 
vigil at Old Town Hall at 5 p.m 
on the day the fighting begins. 

The group staged last Sun- 
day’s Vigil for Peace outside 
Old Town Hall on Main Street. 
About 220 people attended the 7 
p.m. service that organizers 
stressed was a vigil for peace, 
not a protest. 

“The time was solemn, but 
hopeful,” said Abbott of 
Andover, who attended. “We 
sang peace songs and also sang 
America the Beautiful. 

“It was not billed as a 
protest,” he said. “We were there 
because we didn’t want to see us 
go to war. We want continued 
diplomacy.” 

Andover’s vigil was sparked

vigils around the world. Their 
web site reported several vigils 
in 43 countries at 7 p.m. last 
Sunday. Andover was among 
them. 

Archbishop Desmond Tutu 
and many faith-based groups 
lent their support to the vigils. 

Abbott said attendees were 
all against war and banded 
together in song and prayers. 
Peace and prayers for those 
serving, along with remember- 
ing those who have served in 
wars past, was the focus. 

John Jordan, an Andover

What’s Up: A student view 
of the AHS advisory program

The morning Andover High 
School's advisory program was 
introduced, Eagle 8 News, the 
school’s student-produced news 
program, aired skits about how 
the program was expected to 
impact life at AHS — beyond the 
much anticipated five-minute 
shorter classes. In an attempt to 
convey the goals and purpose of 
advisory to half-asleep 
teenagers (it was 9 a.m., after 
all) the “after advisory” seg- 
ments depicted instant new best 
friends laughing in the library, 
and eager students rushing to 
school before the tardy bell has 
rung. 

It’s about a month after the 
initial introduction of advisory, 
and, needless to say, that hasn't 
quite happened yet. Currently, 
the 25-minute biweekly ses- 
sions, held Tuesdays and Fri- 
days, tend to consist of bagels, 
some talk of current events and 
that degree of awkwardness 
only found in high school. Since 
this is a new concept for teach- 
ers and students at AHS, the 
expectations are unclear. While 
faculty members are hoping 
upperclassmen seize the chance 
to become leaders within their 
groups, not many have pro- 


gressed past the initial name- 
game phase. 

Despite the slow start, there 
is still optimism about the future 
of advisories. “You can see a 
higher comfort level now as 
opposed to when they first start- 
ed,” says Mike Marcoux, a guid- 
ance counselor at AHS. High- 
lighting the potential of the pro- 
gram, two groups have chal- 
lenged each other to “advisory 
wars,” which consist of two 
advisories challenging each 
other to a trivia contest. The los- 
ing team has to provide the win- 
ner with advisory breakfast next 
session. 

Many students still feel bored 
and apathetic regarding their 
advisories, however. 

“We don’t do anything. Last 
advisory, my adviser read the 
announcements for 20 minutes, 
then we ate chocolate chip cook- 
ies for the last 10 minutes. It’s 
fun, but I don’t think it’s accom- 
plishing what it intended to do,” 
says one freshman, who is 
remaining anonymous to protect 
the student’s adviser 

The advisory program's 
faults are hard to pinpoint, as the 
experience varies throughout the 
school. Commonly cited issues, 
however, include time restraints, 
noncommittal teachers, and the 


fact that, as senior Andre Perron 
says, “no one talks!” 

There is both pro- and anti- 
advisory sentiment, with gen- 
uinely positive feedback beyond 
the expected “Hey, this is better 
than graphic 
design/biology/French,”” which 
is a common endorsement 

Keriann Bartley, a junior, 
enthusiastically supports the 
program saying, “I think it’s a 
really positive opportunity and 
that if kids have an open mind 
and take advantage of the situa- 
tion, we will all reap the bene- 
fits.” 

She believes the experience 
will improve when kids start to 
overcome their nervousness and 
inhibitions to open up. 

With a school as huge and as 
overwhelming as Andover High, 
any program that could bring the 
student body together is worth 
the effort involved 

Many recognize that the rela- 
tionships advisory hopes to fos- 
ter won't happen overnight 

“Advisory is a good attempt 
at making the school closer,” 
says sophomore Ayesha Rab- 
bani, “and will eventually work 
if we give it time to develop.

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Police: Two Pike 
Students on break shot 
paint at public school

Two Andover boys pleaded 
not delinquent after they were 
charged with firing a paint-ball 
gun at Wood Hill Middle School 
last Wednesday 

The boys, 12 and 13, are Pike 
School students, said police 
They fired the paint-ball gun at a 
Wood Hill window and fled into 
the woods behind the school 
leading to a “protracted search,” 
said Lt. Jim Hashem. The inci- 
dent was reported at 2:16 p.m., 
and students witnessed the 


shooting and the arrival of 


police 

Pike School was on a two- 
week spring break at the time 

[he boys were apprehended 
at the back door of a neighbor’s 
house and were taken into cus- 
tody uneventfully, said Hashem. 
Police officers said they fol- 
lowed the boys’ footprints 
through the woods and eventual- 
ly found the boys outside the 
house. The neighbors weren't 
home at the time. 

Principals at Wood Hill and 
High Plain elementary sent let- 
ters home to parents and held an 


assembly to tell the students 
what happened. Students from 
both of the schools witnessed 
either the shooting or the arrival 
of police 

Teachers reported that no one 
seemed to be traumatized by the 
event, said Wood Hill principal 
Norah McCarthy in a letter to 
parents. “We assured them that 
they were safe and that every- 
thing was under control,” said 
McCarthy in the letter. “Many 
students commented on how 
stupid it was to shoot a paint 
gun.” 

he boys were both formally 
charged with defacing property, 
possession of a BB gun or air 
rifle by a minor, disturbing a 
school assembly and disturbing 
the peace. Superintendent Clau- 
dia Bach called the event unfor- 
tunate and said that because the 
boys were not Andover public 
school she had 
removed herself from the situa- 
tion. She said there was no prop- 
erty damage. Pike Head of 
School John Waters was not 
available for comment as Pike is 
still on break

There’s this sense of doom 
immediately for people with 
peanut allergy,” says Edison. 
As Ryan’s air passage began 
to close up, Edison says he 
cried out “Mommy, breathe.” 

Ryan hasn't had a reaction 
since Fitzgibbons asked par- 
ents to keep their children off 
peanuts. Because peanut 
allergies can grow in severity 
with age, Edison doesn’t 
know what an accidental 
exposure to peanuts would 
do to Ryan. “You don’t know 
and you don’t want to know,” 
she says 

She hopes the new drug 
will be available in the short 
term so that Ryan will be 
able to attend public school, 
but for now, she is grateful 
that Ryan’s day care has 
responded to his allergy so 
thoroughly. 

“Without Next Genera- 
tion, Ryan would have no lit- 
tle friends to play with. There 
would be no other environ- 
ment where he would be safe. 
Now our 3-year-old can be 
like other 3-year-olds,” says 
Edison.

Town manager also 
ready to consider 
consolidating tech

Town Manager’ Buzz 
Stapezynski says he “would love 
to talk about” consolidating 
town- and school-side technolo- 
gy departments into one depart- 
ment, an idea Schools Superin- 
tendent Claudia Bach has 
already supported discussing. 

Through consolidation, 
Andover might be able to cut 
seven technology positions, for a 
savings of approximately 
$500,000, School Committee 
member Christopher Smith said 
at a recent meeting. 

Stapezynski and Selectman 
Brian Major say they don’t know 
if the town would save money in 
such a move, but believe it could 
streamline the system. Stapezyn- 
ski says a complete consolida- 
tion could take two to three 
years. Major suggests it could be 
completed in fiscal year 2006. 
Town Meeting will vote on the 
FY04 budget next month. 

Brookline is one town that 
has consolidated its technology 
systems. It hired Patrick Cafferty 
as chief information officer, an 
administrator who answers to 
both the superintendent and the 
town manager, to run the depart- 
ment. Cafferty has been in his 


new position for only five weeks 
and says his job is to make 
Brookline’s departments run 
more efficiently, and to bring the 


town and school sides together. - 


Brookline officials hope con- 
solidation will help the town 
save money on technology pur- 
chases and cut down on consul- 
tants and contracts. Positions 
have not been eliminated yet, but 
as employees retire the town will 
decide whether to hire new peo- 
ple, Cafferty says. 

Cafferty came on board after 
a two-year study conducted by 
an outside consulting company, 
Pacific Technologies Inc. The 
167-page study is available on 
the town of Brookline’s Web 
site, and can be downloaded. 

Cafferty says the study and 
cooperation of the town’s senior 
management were important for 
the success of the consolidation 
and for him to be interested in 
the job. He says department 
heads need to believe the change 
will make their departments 
more efficient. 

The Brookline public school 
system has one high school and 
eight elementary schools. There 
are 5,931 students, compared to 
Andover’s 6,047. 


Early retirement 
benefit for veterans

As of April 1, Andover town employees who served in the mili- 
tary will no longer have to work 10 years for the town before being 
able to buy back years of service they can use to retire early, 

Elena Kothman, Andover retirement administrator, says accumu- 


lation of additional years doesn’t have to mean early retirement and 
a lot of people take advantage of this to boost the retirement package 
they'll get in the future. All municipal employees who are 55 need 
to have worked 10 years in order to retire. Twenty years of town 
work will allow for retirement at any age, but she says the more 
years people work, the more they’I] benefit when they retire; buying 
back years helps to boost any retirement package and not necessar- 
ily shorten the years someone will work. 

“They're not actually buying it back from anyone,” Kothman 
says. “It’s an annuity savings.” 

The money is paid to the Andover retirement system. She says all 
the money put in will make up a portion of one’s monthly retirement 
allowance. The price of service years is determined by taking 10 
percent of a veteran’s annual, starting salary with the town and then 
multiplying it by the number of years being bought back. 

During a special Town Meeting on Oct. 23, 1996, Andover decid- 
ed to adopt a law giving veterans who have worked 10 years as town 
employees the opportunity to buy back up to four years of service. 
Employees had to make their early-retirement buy-back decision 
within a 180-day window. 

In 2002, the state legislature decided to drop the 10-year require- 
ment. The state legislation changing the rules for early retirement in 
Andover will not require a decision by selectmen or Town Meeting 
to be adopted. This new policy goes into effect April 1, no matter 
what. 

To be recognized as an eligible veteran by Massachusetts, people 
had to serve during active wartime. But Director of Veteran Services 
John Doherty says anyone who has served since the Gulf War is eli- 
gible since officially America has been involved in active wartime

“Congress never declared an end to it,” Doherty says. 
The new policy, in effect on April 1, will come with the same 
180-day window for all town-employed veteran to buy back service. 
“It’s a done deal,” Doherty says. “It just modifies something the 


town already accepted.” 


He says he believes the alteration to the early-retirement law 


shows appreciation for veterans. 


“It is definitely beneficial to veterans,” he says. “It’s also expen- 


sive.” 


Doherty says veterans have five years to pay off the cost of the 
buy-back, and the amount owed varies depending on the veteran.
